On motion of Mr. Cain the message 
was taken up and the message read. 

Mr, Blance said he entered his protest 
against the resolution. Under the law the 
General Assembly could censure or expel 
one of its own members, They cannot 
censure-an official of the State. Coionel 
Jones isan officer of the State govern- 
ment. He had to give the State lis bond 
for $200,000 to indemnify her for any 
loss ftom his conduct. Taking 
the report of the committee 
to be true, and he could not question is’ 
it, has Col. Jones Leen guilty of a crime.

“Mr. Reese rose to a point of order, he 
did not think: the senator’s argument ap 
plied to the question before the Senate.

These resolutions are not sound in 
principte, inju;ious to us, and damning 
to the Treasurer. Let us be just to our-

THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 

On motion of Mr. Black the message 
of the Governor sem in on’ Friday was 
taken up and read.

In response to the resolution of the 
Houze of Representatives, asking for any 
.aformation the governor may have in 
regard to the disposition made of the 
bonds issued under the act approved 
February 19th, 1878, and also in Se 
to the “payment of the $152,000 
of past due . bonds which 
are alleged to have bcen twice paid,” I’ 
have the honor to say that the resolution 
was referred to the Treasurer, the fisc: 
officer ef the State under our ‘law, with 
directions to furnish the information des- 
ired. The statement of the Treasurer in 
reply ipeaeto has just been received and 
a copy the same is herewith 
submitted, Sg ether with acopy of the 
Comptroller Genera]’s receipt for the 
bonds authorized by said act when the 
same were turned overto him by the 
Governor, ' 

Touching the second clause of the res- 
olution of" the House [ would state that 
the Governor is not in possession of any 
information whatever in addition to that 
which has already been laid before the 
legislature, Itappears fromthe accom- 
papying statement of the Treasurer 
that some of our past due bonds have 
probably been paid twice, While this is 
a just cause of regret, it is proper to add 
that such mistakes are liable to 
occur 80 long as =. we have 
bonsis Outstanding of the samo series, 
some of which are due and valid obliga- 
tions, and others of which have been 
declared iuvalid, or have been paid but 
not réturned for cancellation. As 
soon as it was believed that. bonds 
whieh had already been paid, were 
probably being presented for payment a 
second time, instructions were given the 
l'reesurer not to pay such bonds, and | 
am informed by him that he has not since 
paid any such bonds, if indeed any of 
that descriptiop had been paid at all. 

The Governor then calls attention to 
that portion of his annual message rela- 
tive to the report of the bond committee, 
and concludes : 

in additionto the facts set forth in 
that extract, I would further state 
that repeated eflorts have been made 
since my accession to oflice to ob‘ain in- 
formation from Henry Clews & Co., in 
reference to their ac. ount with the State, 
but all these efforts have becn without 
avail. 

I would also again suggest,if it is not too 
late inthe session that action be yet 
tuken to retire all our out- 
standing and recognised 
bonds issued during the late adminfstra- 
tion, and thus prevent further mistake | 
and confusion in reference to the bonded 
debt of the State.
